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Mr.  Alfred  Tylor  publishes  in  T*e  Econ- 
omist of  October,  a  remarkable  letter  on 
the  effect  of  the  United  States  tariff  upon 
American  prosperity  as  well  as  upon  British 
prosperity,  which  deserves  the  most  thought- 
ful consideration  in  this  country.  After 
some  preliminary  observations  of  impor- 
tance, Mr.  Tylor  brings  forward  his  main 
proposition,  that  the  United  States  have 
suffered  more  in  the  long  run  than  England 
from  the  artificial  stimulus  given  to  Amer- 
ican manufactures,  and  .the  damage  arti- 
ficially inflicted  upon  English  manufactures 
by  the  United  States  tariff,  and  from  this  he 
proceeds  as  follows : 

One  consequence  is  that  the  American 
cotton  grower  has  latterly  got  the  minimum 
instead  of  the  maximum  price  for  his  article. 
The  price  of  finished  goods,  both  in  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States,  is  said  to 
have  been  below  the  cost  of  production, 
and  the  wages  earned  by  the  operatives  in 
both  countries  hardly  sufficient  to  pay  for 
bare  necessaries,  and  olten  there  was  no 
interest  earned  on  manufacturer's  capital. 
The  cotton  goods  exported  to  the  United 
States  for  1872  were  valued  at  iff 5,337, 974) 
and  those  for  1 87  8  were  valued  at  £z,  1 90,009, 
or  about  half  the  amount.  The  exports  for 
iron  and  woolen  goods  also  fell  enormously. 
The  fall  in  value  applies  to  another  great 
imports  from  the  United  States.  In  1865 
petroleum  was  /*2i  per  ton,  In  1872. 
23,580  tons  were  imported  at  /18  per  ton. 
In  1878  the  quantity  imported  increased 
five-fold,  and  the  price  fell  to  £\o  per  ton. 
The  actual  figures  are  119,316  tons,  value 
/"i,2io,2iz.  The  price  now  is  about  7  1-2 
pence  per  gallon,  including  casks  and  freight. 
These  cost,  it  is  believed,  4  pence  per  gallon, 
leaving  about  3  1-2  pence  per  gallon  for 
the  American  producer.  The  price  fluc- 
tuated 25  per  cent,  in  1878.- 

I  have  thus  traced  the  great  fall  in  Amer- 
ican produce  in  1872  to  1878  equal  to  10 
per  cent,  in  wheat,  30  per  cent,  in  cotton 
and  40  per  cent,  on  petroleum.  This  fall 
has  accompanied  the  practical  shutting  out 
from  the  United  States  of  60  per  cent,  of 
British  manufactures  by  a  high  protective 
tariff,  comparing  1872  and  1878  together. 
The  proportion  of  British  imports  and  ex- 
ports from  and  to  the  United  States  were 
about  equal  in  1872,  viz. ;  ,£54,000,000  and 
^■45,000,000,  exclusive  of  freight.  In 
the  imports  from  the  States  increased  to 
/8  a,  000, 000  and  the  exports  to  the  States 
fell  to  .£17,000,000. 

I  should  explain  the  cause  of  the  fall  in 
prices  of  American  exports  in  the  following 
manner :  By  the  rescinding  of  protective 
duties  you  can  always  make  the  whole  trade 
better  between  any  countries,  and  improve 
the  profits  of  traders  and  the  condition  of 
the  laboring  population. 

This  result  has  never  been  better  instanced 
than  in  the  case  of  Cubden's  French  treaty. 
The  converse  must  also  always  be  rue,  viz.  : 
that  by  putting  on  protective  duties  you  can 
always  make  the  whole  trade  worse  between 
any  countries,  and  injure  the  traders  and  the 
laboring  population  of  each.  That  is,  if 
protection  was  not  bad  free  trade  could  not 
be  good.  We  know  by  experience  the  good 
effects  of  free  trade.  Capital,  profits,  wages 
and  advantages  of  all  kinds  have  increased 
in  this  country  compared  with  former  times. 
I  believe  that  the  evil  of  protective  tariffs 
is  well  illustrated  by  the  particular  trading 
history  of  the  United  States  in  the  last  seven 
years.  The  effect  in  this  case  can  be  fairly 
ascertained  by  comparing  the  price  paid  in 
good  times  for  grain,  cotton  and  petroleum 
and  the  price  paid  for  these  articles  after  the 
tariff  had  crushed  the  export  trade  to  the 
States. 

The  fall  in  price  I  have  shown  has  thus 
net  only  affected  wheat  and  corn,  but  also 
cotton  and  petroleum,  and  these  articles  are 
of  such  dissimilar  character  that  a  common 
fall  in  price  must  be  due  to  one  cause,  viz. 
to  the  want  of  reciprocity  in  trading,  caused 
by  the  protective  tariff.  The  protective  system 
of  the  United  States  has  placed  a  heavy  pen- 
alty on  trade  in   one  direction,  and  that 


penalty  would  be  a  burden  on  trade  in  the 
opposite  direction.  As  far  as  possible,  a 
free  exchange  of  commodities  to  an  equal 
extent  and  the  settlement  ^f  the  small  bal- 
ance in  coin,  is  the  condition  that  promotes 
prices  and  large  businesses  between 
distant  countries  according  to  all  experience. 
It  is  a  help  to  the  argument  that  protec- 
tion has  forced  down  prices,  that  from  the 
absence  of  Black  Sea  and  Indian  wheat 
(from  the  troubles  of  the  Turkish  war)  at 
one  time  and  from  the  Indian  famine  at 
another,  and  from  deficient  crops  and  other 
causes,  the  United  States  was  the  only  mar- 
ket from  which  we  could  supply  ourselves 
with  lood;  yet  prices  fell  instead  of  rising. 
No  other  country  can  produce  petroleum 
or  such  good  cotton  as  the  States.  Had  they 
had  a  liberal  tariff  at  Washington  for  these 
five  years  they  would  have  traded  at  the  great- 
est advantage  and  made  far  larger  profits 
than  they  have  realized, 

There  are  signs  that  trade  is  reviving  be- 
tween the  two  countries,  but  it  never  can  be 
fair  to  both  sides  unless  it  is  conducted  on 
the  principles  of  free  trade.  The  rivival  has 
caused  the  rise  of  imports  and  exports  in 
value  to  be  equal  in  the  last  month  in  grain 
and  iron.  No  country  ever  yet  succeeded 
to  tax  imports  and  get  tne  full  value  for  their 
exports. 

The  statistics  of  American  trade  in  the  last 
five  years  confirm  this  law  most  fully.  Where 
they  have  realized  at  the  New  York  custom 
house  by  protective  duties  the  Americans 
appear  to  have  lost  several  dollars  in  the 
depreciated  price  of  their  commodities  in 
the  countries  to  which  they  refuse  to  grant  a 
fair  exchange.  They  have  rendered  Euro- 
pean trade  inactive  and  their  home  trade  has 
been  equally  depressed  as  to  profits,  if  its 
vokune  has  been  large. 


A  PROVINCIAL  OPINION, 
We  give  herewith  translations  of  parts  of  an 
editorial' taken  from  the  Monttot  of  Bahia  of  the 
lOthinst.  in  which  it  severely  criticises  \\viDiaiw, 
the  official  organ  of  that  city  for  its  treatment  of 
the  subject  of  the  disturbances  in  Rio.  The  Mon- 
itor seems  to  forget  what  official  organs  are  for. 

"After  three  days  of  unusual  and  inexplicable 
silence  011  the  critical  circumstances  through  which 
he  country  is  passing  the  government  paper  of  the 
province  has  at  last  resolved  lo  tell  us  in  a  color- 
less article  what  it  thinks  of  the  evenls  in  the  cap- 
ital. 'The  capital  of  the  empire  is  in  perfect 
peace'— such  are  the  cheerful  words  with  which  it 
opens  its  long  looked  for  editorial.  As  long  as  the 
cavalry  is  nol  riding  the  streets,  as  long  as  the 
people  and  the  public  force  are  not  locked  in  fright- 
ful conflicts,  to  the  official  organ  peace  reigns,  com- 
plete peace;  public  tranquillity  is  not  only  unaltered 
but  unalterable,  'The  government  has  succeeded  in 
quelling  the  spirit  of  disorder  which  provoked  the 
sad  scenes  of  which  the  capiial  of  the  empire  was 
the  theatre  during  the  first  days  of  the  present 
month.'  When  eager  opinion  searcl  the  pages 
of  the  official  organ  for  information  at,  ...<  thorough 
knowledge  of  what  caused  the  scenes  of  blood 
which  the  capiial  witnessed  at  the;  beginning  of  the 
new  year;  when  every  one  is  wishing  to  know  by 
what  steps  so  quiet  a  people  allow  themselves  lo  be 
carried  away  by  such  an  unusual  rage,  the  Dior  to 
docs  not  refer  to  things  logically,  drawing  effects 
from  causes;  it  doesn't  tell  us  how  the  popular 
wave  rose  and  what  steps  the  government  took  to 
avoid  the  conflicts,  but  limits  itself  to  this  com- 
mon place  and  highsounding  phrase,  to  this  dec- 
lamation of  all  bad  government  in  all  times  :  'the 
spirit  of  disorder  has  been  repressed.1 

The  people  are  not  the  spirit  of  disorder,  they 
are  not  the  manikin  of  perverse  men  as  the  Diana 
says,  and  as  all  oppressive  governments  have  in- 
variably proclaimed.  The  people  are  that  innumer- 
able multitude  of  creatures  who  work  and  suffer, 
who  live  in  misery  and  pay  the  impost,  who  make 
the  army  which  enslaves  them,  who  sustain  those 
who  oppress  til  em  ;  the  people,  are  that  enormous 
legion  that  hasmatle  the  independence  of  the  coun- 
try and  which  is  going  to  be  deprived  of  the  vote  ; 
the  people  are  the  national  sovereignty  which  is  dis- 
persed at  the  point  of  the  musket.  And  what  have 
the  people  done  now?  The  government  had  put 
upon  them  a  tax  at  once  heavy  and  unjust ;  heavy 
because  ten  per  cent,  is  a  great  deal ;  unjust  for 
the  first  time  in  the  worldliere  is  a  government  which 
has  thought  of  the  extravagance  of  taxing  outlay 
putting  an  impost  on  what  is  spent.  Then  what 
did  the  people  do?  They  met  together  quietly  to 
protest  against  the  oppression;  and  be.nuse  the 
men  who  govern  Ihemhad  (old  them  during  the  op- 
position as  well  as  now,  that  the  Emperor  is  every, 
thing  in  this  country,  they  sought  to  bring  their 
grievances  to  the  imperial  ears. 

The  government  felt  this  to  be:  a  bit  of  insolence 
and  would  not  allow  it,  as  in  certain  countries  beg- 


not  allowed  to  st retell  out  their  hands  lo 
the  ruling  family  lo  ask  alms.  The  door  of  legal 
reclamation  closed  against  them,  the  people  met  to 
protest  in  a  mass.  What  did  the  government  do  to 
disperse  the  people  ?  It  fired  on  them.  What  does 
the  Diario  say  now  ?  Let  the  people  make  legal 
reclamations  for  their  .  rights !  But  how  arc  the 
people  to  do  all  this  ?  Deputies  they  have  not, 
make  not  and  know  not.  The  press  is  the  vehicle 
of  opinion,  but  the  press  of  the  capital,  has 
tired  itself  out,  become  hoarse  with  speaking,  pro- 
testing and  declaiming  against  the  v'mtem  tax  with- 
out accomplishing  any  more  than  to  find  itself  cited 
as  seditious  characters  who  have  abused  public 
credulity, 

The  people  held  meetings,  but  no  one  paid  atten- 
tion to  tlicm  or  listened  to  Iheir  reclamations.  How 
are  they  to  make  legal  reclamations  then  ? 
they  to  stop  riding  in  the  cars;  to  stop  enjoying  I 
theirriglits  by  depriving  themselves  of  transporta- 
tion? Is  this  the  way  the  Diaiio  understands  the 
matter  ?  But  the  official  paper  speaks  of  deeds  of 
violence  committed  by  the  people,  which,  as  it  says, 
authorize  the  excesses  of  the  government.  But  if  it 
was  the  people  who  provoked  these  deeds,  if  they 
were  warned  to  withdraw  and  did  not  obey,  if  in 
fine  the  government  is  right  and  the  people  wrong, 
how  was  it  that  Conselhciro  Paranagua  told  lire 
commission  that  called  on  him  after  those  conflicts, 
that  he  had  not  authorized  the  brutal  conduct  of  the 
public  force  ?  Why  did  he  delend  himself,  why  did 
he  exonerate  himself  from  the  responsibility  foi 
what  his  agents  had  done,  if  they  had  done  wha. 
was  for  the  public  good  and  pre-crved  the  tranquil- 
lity of  the  capital?  What  extravagant  doctrine  Is 
this  by  which  the  glory  of  having  p-.ci  I'vud  tlie  city  nf 
Rio  ile  Janeiro  belongs  to  the  government,  and  to 
others  Hie  responsibility  for  Ik.-  i:ilv.ii=  by  which 
that  glory  has  been  obtained?  But  if  lite  govern- 
menl  was  not  responsible  fo-.  the  conduct  of  the 
public  force,  then  who  was?  In  a  government 
worthy  of  the  name,  can  one  conceive  ufl'.ie  pnbiic 
force  attacking  the  people  and  assassinating  litem 
without  superior  orders,  and  of  the  government 
remaining  impassive  in  sight  o[  this  bloodstained 
arbitrary  act?  Then  why  are  not  the  authors  of 
these  murders  committed  by  the  public  force  pi 

But  there  is  another  fact  which  should  not 
escape  us.  When  the  commission  ^asked  thai 
the  minister  of  finance  should  resign  his  |  osition 
Conselhciro  Sinimbu  was  present  with  nol  a  word 
to  say.  What  can  be  the  meaning  of  that  humble 
tlitude,  of  that  overwhelmed  position  ol  the  pres- 
ident of  the  council  when  the  constitution  of  the  cabi- 
being  treated  of?  Why  did  his  excellency  not 
discuss  with  and  convince  the  commission?  Was 
it  contempt  for  the  reclamations  of  the  people? 
Was  it  remorse  for  the  evil  done  that  consumed 
him'?  Was  it  grief  at  seeing  that  his  cabinet  could 
not  last  long?  Was  it  discouragement  at  the  sen- 
tence  of  destiny  ?  Was  il  consciousness  of  his 
political  nullification  ?  We  know  not  what  it  was, 
but  il  certainly  was  not  the  attitude  to  be  taken  by 
the  emperor's  prime  minister  and  the  president  of 
the  council." 


it  is  true  that  a  licentious  press"  is  loathsome 
to  all  right-minded  men,  at  the  same  time  it  can 
not  be  denied  that  the  press  which  has  the  courage 
lo  tell  the  people  the  whole  truth,  however  pain- 
ful it   may  he,  has  the  right  to  be  respected. 

The  reappearance  of  the  Gascta  da  Noite  protest- 
ing against  the  arbitrary  acts  of  the  government, 
shows  the  firmness  of  its  convictions  and  the 
courage  with  which  it  defends  them,  while  the 
continuance  of  the  persecutions  with  whicli  they 
seek  to  extinguish  it  evinces  very  clearly  the  terror 
ol  the  present  cabinet. 


THE  CHINESE  MISSION. 
We  learn  that  the  government  has  sent  a  tel- 
egram to  Europe  Ordering  the  return  of  the  corvet 
VUal  d'Olivelra.  A  telegram  was  sent  to  Lisbon 
where  the  vessel  is  supposed  to  be;  if  however  it 
should  already  have  left  that  port,  the  order  of  its 
return  will  await  it  in  Brindizi.  A  telegram  has 
also  been  sent  to  London  ordering  the  return  of  the 
two  embassadors  Silvcira  da  Molta  and  Dr.  Callado 
with  all  their  altendancc. 

Now  that  Hie  miscarriage  of  the  celebrated  Chinese 
expedition  has  been  officially  recognized,  it  would 
nol  be  a  bad  idea  for  the  government  to  tell  us  how 
much  this  experiment  has  cost  the  country.  It  would 
also  not  be  out  of  place  for  the  government  to  call 
the  agricultural  congress  together  again  and  inform 
it  of  the  result  of  its  endeavors.  What  a  fiasco!— 
Gazela  de  Notkias,  Jan.  20. 

We  understand  that  the  special  Brazilian  mission 
going  to  China  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  com- 
mercial  and  friendly  treaties,  and  to  facilitate  the 
importation  of  Chinese  laborers  into  Brazil,  has  thus 
fai  met  with  no  obstacle.  We  have  seen  private 
letters  from  which  we  gather  that  there  is  reason  to 
hope  that  something  may  come  from  this  mission. 
The  embassador  of  the  celestial  empire  at  the 
Frciichcourt  gave  a  dinner  to  our  resident  minister 
on  special  mission,  Sr.  Eduardo  Callado,  having 
impressed  on  this  occasion  as  well  as  at  other  times, 
tlii.-  most  flattering  appreciations  of  Brazil,  and  the 
anient  desire  which  lie  nourishes  of  seeing  it  enter 
intodireel  relations  with  his  country.  All  the  foreign 
diplomatic  agents  resident  in  Paris  were  present  at 
dinner.  The  Spanish  embassador,  who  has 
just  returned  from  China  where  a  short  time  ago  lie 
celebrated  a  treaty  for  the  inlroduction  of  Chinese 
laborers  into  Cuba,  being  in  Paris  and  having  met 
the  members  of  our  special  mission,  has  accepted  the 
polite  invitation  made  him  lo  return  lo  China  on 
the  Brazilian  corvet.  If  these  facts  nre  not  so 
significant  as  lo  make  one  hope  with  certainty  for 
the  good  result  of  the  mission,  they  show  at  least 
that  these  affairs  seem  to  be  on  the  way  to  a  favor- 
able solution,  In  any  case  we  are  able  to  say  that 
neither  the  special  mission  nor  the  corvet  Vital 
a"  Oliveira  has  been  ordered  to  return  to  the  empire.

PERSECUTING    THE  PRESS. 

From  the  Gaetia  de  Campinas  [S.  Paulo)  J™.  17,  1BS0. 

The  sad  expedient  of  persecuting  the  press  i. 
certainly  one  of  the  worst  evidences  of  the  malevo 
lent  intentions  of  a  government.  We  are  nol  o 
those  who  applaud  writers  who  exceed  their  right: 
in  censuring  what  appears  to  them  to  be  wrong  ii 
the  bearing  of  the  government  toward  the  people; 
but  ilis  very  painful  tons  lo  see  a  government  wish- 
ing lo  interdict  the  strict  liberty  of  a  paper  which 
has  the  courage  to  maintain  its  opinions  in  defense 
of  the  people  whom  the  government  seeks  lo  mock 
with  unreasonable  imposts. 

For  the  simple  fact  of  its  having  openly  opposed 
the  celebrated  vintein  tax,  the  Gazeta  da  Noite,  a 
paper  published  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  has  been  im- 
placably persecuted  by  the  police  under  the  famous 
liberal  regime,  which  fact  alone  is  enough  to  give 
an  idea  of  the  deplorable  epoch  through  which  we 
arc  passing. 

We  may  be  allowed  in  all  frankness  to  stale  this 
political  truth,  that  the  most  deplorable  error  of  a 
government  is  in  showing  its  weakness  by  persecu- 
tions and  armed  force  directed  against  the  press  and 
the  people.  Contrary  to  every  principle  of  good 
tactics,  such  a  system  can  only  bring  into  discredit 
the  moral  force  of  the  prominent  chiefs  of  a  parly  at 
tire  lime  in  power.  The  Gazi-ta  da  Noite  wa 
ofthe  organs  which  defended  the  deep  popjib 
dignation  toward  the  ills  tarred  impost  on  passages 
in  the  capital.  Severe  perhaps  at  limes,  its  editors 
had  their  patriotism  for  their  excuse,  and  no  one 
could  say  they  were  incited  by  any  systematic  anger, 
but  merely  by  their  energy  in  the  presence  of  an 
abuse  against  which  there  was  general  anlipalhy. 

The  present  ministry  has  shown  and  coi.tinues  to 
show  fear  of  the  oulspoken  opinion  of  the  press, 
and  in  persecuting  it,  ihey  do  nol  comprehend  that 
they  are  only  putting  the  whole  country  the  more 
in  sympathy  with  It. 

Then  they  say  it  is  the  republicans  who 
nre  the  discordant  revolutionists!  The  free  press 
has  a  great  mission  lo  fulfill  in  this  part  of  Am- 
erica where  old  routines  greatly  embarrass  the 
march  of  modern  progress.  Prohibiting  its  crit- 
icism of  public  acls  is  a  step  so  dangerous  that 
it  may  bring  about  Hie  most  serious  consequences 
to  he  very  ones  who  put  it  inlo  practice.     While 


THE  CABINET  CRISIS. 

The  following  is  an  exlracl  from  a  leading  article 
in  the  Pvovinchi  de  Stiff  Paulo  of  the  18th  inst. 
After  speaking  of  a  reported  probality  of  the  fall  of 
the  present  cabinet  it  says : 

In  any  case  clouds  begin  to  gather  011  the  horizon 
of  the  imperial  policy,  and  it  will  appeal  in  vain  to 
the  conservatives  who  show  in  leaded  arliclcs  in  the 
Jomal  do  Commeicio  that  they  are  full  of  the  sad- 
dest forebodings  in  regard  to  the  fate  ofthe  august 
chief  of  the  monarchy,  who,  according  to  that  publi- 
cation, has  been  for  the  first  time  treated  with  disre-

But  let  it  be  said  for  truth's  sake  that  the  Emperor 
has  no  one  lo  complain  of  but  himself,  He  who 
sows  the  wind,  reaps  the  whirlwind,  For  the  lib- 
erals the  present  situation  is  painful.  Our  greatest 
desire  is  thai  patriotism  inspire  them  in  the  hour  of 
the  unhappy  fall  which  is  predicted. 


THE  GROWTH  OF  NEW  ORLEANS. 
Some  very  interesting  fads  in  regard  to  the  ef- 
feels  of  the  Eads'  jetties  on  the  trade  of  New  Or- 
leans are  brought  forward  by  a  recent  article  in 
Smbner's.  The  chief  difficulty  that  New  Orlwns 
has  experienced  has  been  the  inability  of  large  ves- 
sels of  deep  draught  to  come  up  to  the  cily.  That 
this  is  no  longer  the  case  is  amply  evidenced  by  the 
passage  through  the  jetties  of  steamers  drawing  as 
much  as  twenty- five  feet.  The.  influence  of  the 
jetties  has  already  been  felt  in  the  grain  trade  to  an 
amazing  extent,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
table,  exhibiting  the  shipments  of  grain  fiom  that 
port  for  the  years  mentioned  :

It  will  be  seen  by  this  table  that  the  shipments 
have  doubled  nearly  live  times  since  1S74.  It  can 
hardly  be  hoped  that  the  increase  during  the  next 
Tour  years  will  be  in  the  same  ratio,  but  that  il  will 
be  enormous  is  not  a  matter  of  doubt.  New  Or- 
leans is  already  the  great  cotton  shipping  port,  and 
with  tlis  advantage  of  the  Eads'  jetties  and  the  pro- 
posed Florida  ship  canal  it  will  become  a  formidable 
rival  of  the  Eastern  seaboard  cities  for  the  grain 
trade.— The  Grocer.

tor's agent,  and  Dr.  Bicalho,  chief  engineer, 
with  some  ol  his  subordinates,  has  caused 
and  will  cause  no  delay  in  the  continuance 
of  the  work.  The  early  completion  of  these 
works  has  become  a  matter  of  public  neces- 
sity, and  any  obstacle  thrown  in  its  way,  as 
seems  to  have  been  done  by  Dr.  Bicalho 
and  his  assistants,  could  not  be  otherwise 
than  a  grave  offence  against  the  public  itself 
It  is  not  simply  a  question  between  the  con- 
tractor, Mr.  Gabrielli,  and  his  employees,  it 
is  an  issue  between  the  contractors  and  engin- 
eers on  the  one  side,  and  the  city  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  on  the  other,  in  which  the  ear- 
liest possible  completion  of  the  works  is 
involved. 


The  past  fortnight  has  been  a  witness  to 
another  one  of  those  scenes  which  are  so 
full  of  ill  omens  for  the  future  of  Brazil. 
Eighty-nine  Russian  colonists,  men,  women 
and  children,  have  returned  to  this  city  from 
the  province  of  Parana-  on  their  way  back  to 
their  old  homes,  and  they  are  now  living  in 
the  open  streets  in  the  most  destitute  and 
pitiable  condition,  We  saw  them  a  few 
mornings  ago  near  one  of  the  boat  landings, 
and  a  more  distressing  sight,  it  has  never 
been  our  lot  to  witness.  Herding  together 
in  the  open  air  without  the  slightest  shelter 
from  rain  or  wind  and  with  scanty  food  and 
clothing,  their  needs  and  sufferings  were 
such  as  should  move  only  feelings  of  pity 
ami  chanty.  It  is  seen  however,  that  instead 
of  relieving  these  people,  their  misfortunes 
have  served  simply  as  food  for  the  curious 
who  have  watched  their  every  movement 
from  early  morning  until  late  at  night,  and 
as  food  lor  an  untimely  discussion  of  the 
issues  between  them  and  the  government. 
We  do  not  intend  to  enter  into  this  discus- 
sion at  this  time ;  our  opinions  on  the 
complaints  of  the  Russian  colonists  in  Par- 
ana have  long  since  been  expressed.  It  is 
sufficient  to  s.:y  that  those  families  of  this 
very  same  people  who  have  settled  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  are  prosperous 
ami  happy,  and  that  such  charges  as  laziness 
and  turbulency  have  never  been  made  against 
them.  In  this  particular  case  there  is  but 
onecoLir.se  now  open — the  prompt  alleviation 
of  the  sufferings  of  these  colonists  and  the 
removal  of  them  from  the  public  streets.  It 
is  idle  to  discuss  whys  and  wherefores  now 
that  these  people  have  deserted  their  lands 
and  arc  in  our  streets  in  a  destitute  con- 
dition; it  is  a  crime  against  humanity  to 
enter  into  such  a  discussion  and  to  consume 
time  in  the  production  of  general  regulations 
when  women  and  children  are  starving. 
Even  though  its  position  in  the  matter  may 
be  perfectly  defensible,  the  government  can 
have  now  no  other  alternative  than  the 
prompt  bestowal  of  assistance.  These  people 
can  not  be  left  to  starve  in  the  streets,  and 
the  highest  interests  of  good  order  and 
morality  demand  that  they  shall  not  be  left 
to  beg  at  will.  Besides  that  the  health  of  the 
city  demands  the  immediate    removal  of 


In  view  of  the  many  adverse  criticisms 
upon  the  government  which  have  been 
made  within  the  past  few  weeks,  an  anony- 
mous writer  in  the  Jornal  do-  Commercio  of 
the  23rd  inst.,  advocates  repressive  measu; 
toward  the  press.  Although  occupying  that 
part  of  tha'/ornai' usually  reserved  for  gov 
eminent  communications,  this  writer  i: 
careful  to  disclaim  all  connection  with  the 
present  ministry,  and  to  urge  his  project  as 
a  matter  of  public  policy,  if  not  a  matter  of 
public  necessity.  As  this  unknown  writer 
is  clearly  a  man  of  no  slight  influence,  and 
as  a  tendency  has  now  and  then  appeared 
toward  the  adoption  of  this  false  and  suicidal 
policy,  we  shall  join  our  protest  to  those 
which  are  rising  up  against  it  from  all  parts 
of  the  empire.  It  is  clear  that  this  self- 
styled  statesman  has  read  history  to  little 
purpose  when  he  urges  this  baneful  meas- 
ure upon  the  government ;  it  is  equally  clear 
that  he  neither  appreciates  the  influence  of 
the  press  as  an  agent  of  progress,  nor  the 
spirit  of  the  age  which  nourishes  and  pro- 
tects it.  In  this  country,  where  partial  self- 
government  is  not  yet  fully  established, 
where  her  natural  resources  are  not  yet 
developed,  where  schools,  libraries  and  other 
educating  agencies  are  yet  in  their  infancy, 
and  where  communication  with  the  civil- 
ized northern  hemisphere  is  greatly  res- 
tricted, a  free  and  untrammeled  press  is  a 
vital  necessity.  As  an  clement  of  progress 
it  is  indispensible.  Whatever  may  have 
been  the  excesses  of  the  Brazilian  press, 
and  we  must  confess  that  we  have  seen 
none  deserving  of  official  censure,  it  is  a 
factor  in  the  development  of  this  country 
which  can  not  be  prized  too  highly  nor 
guarded  too  jealously.  As  for  ourselves 
the  course  which  we  have  pursued  from 
time  to  time  in  discussing  and  criticising 
political  questions  has  been  the  result  of 
a  deliberate  and  logical  purpose  to  serve 
the  interests  of  the  foreign  business  com- 
munity which  we  represent,  We  have  been 
accustomed  to  look  upon  the  discussion 
of  political  questions  as  a  matter  insep- 
arable from  commercial  journalism.  The 
safety  and  lucrativeness  of  investments, 
the  security  of  property,  the  protection  _  of 
personal  and  property  rights,  the  profits 
and  prosperity  of  mercantile  enterprises — all 
depend  closely  upon  the  legislative  and 
administrative  acts  of  the  government.  Every 
interest  of  a  business  community' is  directly 
dependent  upon  the  political  government  of  a 
country.  Knowing  that  these  relations,  neccs- 
saryand  unavoidable  in  all  countries,  existed 
in  Brazil  to  an  unusual  degree,  and  in  view  01 
the  unusual  amount  of  foreign  capital  in- 
vested here  in  the  various  business  and  in- 
dustrial enterprises  of  the  country  and  in  its 
financial  securities,  it  has  been  our  purpose 
from  the  outset  to  make  The  News  a  faith- 
ful and  complete  record  of  every  occurrence 
which  could  directly  or  indirectly  influence 
the  security  and  profitableness  of  these  invest- 

,ents.  Further  than  this  we  have  no  interest 
in  this  or  that  party,  in  this  or  that  ministry. 
Personal  animus  we  can  not  have ;  the 
purpose  of  entering  into  any  partisan  issue, 
or  of  opposing  any  ministry  on  partisan 
grounds  has  not  formed,  nor  will  it  form 
any  part  of  our  programme.  In  such  mat- 
ters our  position  is  strictly  and  logically  in- 
dependent, We  claim  the  right,  as  we  stand 
ready  to  defend  the  propriety,  of  discussing 
and  criticising  every  political  act  of  the  gov- 
ernment which  may  affect,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, the  interests  ofEnglish  and  American 

vestments  in  Brazil.  We  arc  in  duty  bound 
to  record  every  legislative  arid  administrative 
act  which  increases  or  decreases  the  risks  on 
■estments  of  foreign  capital,  and  wherever 
an  act  or  occurrence  does  not  fully  explain 
tself,  and  does  not  point  out  clearly  the 
results  which  will  follow,  we  are  under  the 
same  obligations  to  give  the  information 
lacking.  When  we  can  not  do  this  thor- 
oughly and  independently,  there  will  be 
no  further  need  for  us  here;  we  shall  close 
our  doors,  Should  the  Brazilian  government 
ever  commit  the  fatal  error  of  adopting 
the  repressive  measures  advocated  by  this 
writer  and  announce  to  the  world  that  a  free 
press  will  be  tolerated  no  longer  here,  that 
independent  comment  on  public  affairs  must 
be  discontinued,  and  that  newspapers  must 
hereafter  conform  to  the  wishes  ot  this  or 
that  ministry  in  their  criticisms,  it  will  be 
able  to  find  no  better  medium  for  the  an- 
nouncement than  our  columns.    We  feel, 


however,  that  this  purpose  forms  no  part  in 
the  programme  of  the  present  ministry 
Disagreeable  as  our  criticisms  may  sometimes 
be,  no  minister  can  justly  object  to  them  on 
the  grounds  which  we  have  taken.  Wi 
espouse  the  cause  of  no  opposing  party  ;  we 
ignore  every  personal  issue  involved.  W 
can  have  no  personal  ambitions  outside  of 
our  profession  ;  nor  will  we  be  influenced 
by  any  private  grudge.  We  simply  record 
the  occurrences  of  the  day  and  criticise  them 
as  the  interests  we  represent  may  dictate. 
This  right  of  criticism  is  one  of  the  safeguards 
of  a  free  people,  and  it  is  a  right  guaranteed 
by  the  highest  laws  of  nearly  all  the  most 
advanced  nations.  We  are  confident  that 
the  Brazilian  government  will  not  take  the 
unwise  course  of  suppressing  or  abridging 
it.  It  is  just  that  a  journal  should  be  held 
accountable  for  any  transgression  of  its 
legitimate  work,  and  such  accountability  no 
conscientious  journal  will  shirk  in  the  slight- 
est degree;  beyond  this  it  is  unsafe  to  admit 
the  justice  or  policy  of  any  interference. 


RAILWAY  ACCIDENT. 
—A  very  serious  accident  occurred  on  the  Dom 
Pedro  II  road  011  the  morning  of  lire  18i.I1  instant. 
The  express  train  going  west  when  between  Pom- 
bal  and  Eitrra  Mansa  was  thrown  from  the  track 
causing  the  dentil  of  one  person  and  .seriously 
wounding  many  others.  The  causes,  circumstances, 
etc.,  arc  given  in  the  report  of  the  director  of  the 
road  made  to  the  prime  minister. 

Between  Pombal  ami  Barm  Mansa  the  railway 
runs  along  the  right  bank  of  the  l'nruhyba  river,  and 
at  the  place  where  the  accident  occured  there  is  a 
jii  road  between  the  track  and  the  river.  The 
bed  of  the  railway  is  formed  just  hereof  decomposed 
rocks  and  sand,  the  track  being  about  fuur  meters 
above  tlie  wagon  road,  At  this  same  place  a  cul- 
eii  passes  under  the  embankment,  carrying  Lite 
later  from  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  into  the 
iver.  The  heavy  rains  which  had  fallen  on  the 
71I1  and  iSth  had  mused  quite  a  volume  of  water 
o  now  through  this  culvert,  and  this  in  connection 
with  the  water  of  the  river  had  thoroughly  soaked 
the  embankment  forming  the  bed  of  the  road  causing 
it  to  break  wid  slide  away, leaving  the  track,  especially 
1  the  side  next  the  river,  without  the  necessary 
ipport.  The  grass  and  weeds  however  growing 
over  the  embankment  held  the  surface  together  so 
that  to  all  appearances  the  road  was  as  sound  as 
usual. 

At  half  past  seven  in  the  morning  of  the  same 
day  a  mixed  way-train  of  thirty-one  cars  passed  over 
the  road  without   accident  and  without  observing 
anything  extraordinary  in  its  appearance.    When 
xpress  train  came  along  at  half  past  nine  the 
locomotive  passed  the  place,  but  was  immediately 
jerked  back  by  the  cars  which  rolled  down  upon  the 
wagon  road.     The  engine  driver  could  not  have  ob- 
'fid  anything  wrong  previous  to  the  accident,  for 
he  did  not  whistle  down  brakes,  or  give  any  other 
sign  of  having  seen  the  danger.     The  engine  and 
";r  were  thrown  over  on  the  side,  the  cattle  cars 
and  the  baggage  and  mail  vans  were  almost  entirely 
destroyed,  one  fust  and  one  second  class  car  were 
left  up  side  down,  while  a  small  first  class  car,    the 
me  in  the  train  was  but  slightly  injured.     One 
passenger  was   killed  outright,  and    about    thirty 
were  wounded,  sixteen  of  ihem  severely  and  four- 
teen slightly.     The  engine  driver,  an  Englishman 
tvhose  name  is  given  as  Tuy,  and  two  other  persons 
.lied  the  next  day.     Mr.  Malasky  of  Sao  Paulo  was 
slightly  wounded.     Dr.  Rocha  Leao  who  was  in  the 
car  saved  himself  by  leaping   through  the  win- 
dow.    Several  ladies  in  the  same  car  were  unhurt, 
The  wounded  were    sent  to  Barra  Mansa    where 
they  were  properly  cared  for.     It  is  said  that  all  the 
ais  in  the  catlle  cars  were  killed.     The  tele- 
graph line  was  broken   by  the  accident,  and  com- 
unications  interrupted  for  some  time.     The  train 
te  in  Rio  at  8:15  arrived  at  11:30,     As  soon  as  Dr. 
tssos,  the  director  of  the  road,  knew  of  the  accident 
.'  look  a  special  train  and  went  to  the  scene  ac- 
nnpanied  by  the  engineer  and  the  chief  of  traffic. 
Employees  were  contracted  and   the   road  repaired

— They  are  looking  after  things  pretty  sharply 
now-a-days  in  the  imperial  astronomical  observa- 
tory. The  morning  papers  generally  inform  us  or 
what  the  weather  was  the  day  before,  Hie  direction 
of  the  wind,  the  nature  of  live  clouds,  the  appearance 
of  the  sky  and  of  the  sun.  Now  if  there  is  any 
one  thing  that  the  community  desires  lo  know  more 
than  another  it  is  what  the  weather  was  yesterday. 
—A  circular  issued  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Amazon  Steam  Navigation  Co,,  dated  London, 
Dec.  22.  1879,  explains  to  the  share-holders  that  the 
renewal  of  the  contract,  with  subsidy,  between  lhat 
company  and  the  Brazilian  government -was  not 
ratified  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  that, 
consequently,  no  dividends  can  be  paid.  The  cir- 
culars also  slate  that  should  the  ratification  be  de- 
layed much  longer  the  company  will  be  obliged  to 
suspend. 

—The  unfortunate  immigrants  who  were  exposed 
to  sun  and  rain  in  the  Praca  Dom  Pedro  II  were 
taken  to  a  police  station  by  order  of  [lie  subdelegado 
of  the  Candelaria.  But  the  police  station  being  too 
small  to  hold  them  all,  the  subdelegado  asked  advice 
of  the  chief  of  police,  and  the  chief  of  police  ad- 
dressed a  dispatch  to  the  minister  of  justice.  Mean- 
while the  wretched  people  were  without  shelter  and 
would  h.-.ve  been  without  food  had  not  the  subdele- 
gado taken  it  upon  himself  to  give  it  them. 

—The  Brazilian  friends  ofthe  late  Mr.  Chas.  B, 
Greer.ougll  in  their  desire  to  honor  his  memory 
intended  haying  a  niass  said  for  his  soul  in  the  church 
at  the  Largo  do  Machado.  But  the  ecclesiastical 
authorities  refused  to  allow  the  mass  because  Mr. 
Greenougli  was  a  Protestant.  One  of  the  papers  of 
tlie  city  in  speaking  of  the  matter  remarks  lhat  the 
church  didn't  remember  that  he  was  a  Protestant 
when  it  accepted  his  money,  but  now  that  he  can 
110  longer  give  money,  it  suddenly  remembers  that 
there  is  something  wrong. 

—It  is  announced  that  Sr.  Favilla  Nunes,  a 
customhouse  official,  has  invented  a  motor  which 
uses  neither  steam,  water,  wind,  springs,  nor 
animal  force.  The  invention  is  complete  with  the 
exception  that  the  application  of  the  motive  force 
not  be  reversed.  It  is  said  to  be  specially 
adapted  to  the  propulsion  of  street  cars,  and  will 
only  200$  for  each  car.  The  only  drawback 
is  that  the  machine  would  in  a  short  time  run  all  the 
street  cars  out  of  the  city,  and  then  there  would  be 
no  revenue  on  passenger  travel. 

■Another  attack  has  been  made  on  that  great 
national  industry— the  manufacture  of  artificial 
wines— about  which  so  much  has  been  written  of 
late.  In  accordance  with  a  complaint  made  by  F. 
Sauwen&  Co.,  representatives  in  this  city  ofthe 
well-known  wine  exporter  Arnaud,  a  cart  was  ap- 
prehended on  the  24th  inst.  with  a  large  quantity 
of  falsified  wine  bearing  Arnaud's,  labels.  These 
s  arc  known  to  have  been  manufactured  in  Rua 
do  l'asseio  where  several  large  establishments  of 
this  character  are  located.  Men  have  not  been  lack- 
ing to  defend  the  manufacture  of  falsified  wines  be- 
cause certain  national  products  were  consumed  in 
the  process;  we  now  await  their  defense  of  this  use 
of  foreign  labels, 

■We  have  received  the  first  number  of  the 
second  volume  of  the  Revista  de  Engenharia.  This 
periodical  has  been  greatly  enlarged  and  improved, 
and  Dr.  Jose  Americo  dos  Santos  has  joined  Dr. 
:anco  on  the  editorial  staff.  In  a  country  where 
tl  engineering,  besides  its  acknowledged  utility  to 
all  classes,  is  so  fashionable,  the  Revista  should 
receive  the  hearty  support  of  every  engineer  in  the 
empire.  We  hope  it  will  combine  with  its  technical 
treatment  of  scientific  subjects  a  popularizing  ol 
many  interesting  and  valuable  truths  which  are 
generally  looked  upon  in  Brazil  as  being  beyond  the 
grasp  of  minds  which  have  not  had  the  benefits  of 
advanced  education.  Dr.  Santos  brings  to  the 
paper  rare  practical  ability,  combined  with  a  tech- 
nical education  which  enables  him  to  do  this  class  of 
work  remarkably  well,

—His  excellency  Couselheiro  Moura,  minister  of 
marine,  returning  from  liahia,  arrived  at  Rio  on  the 
22nd  in-:,  on  board  the  national  steamer  Punt.  The 
signal  of  the  approach  of  the  steamer  was  given 
from  the  station  on  Morro  do  Castelloat  one  o'clocl; 
and  four  minutes  p.  m.  Ilia  excellency  Sr.  I'f.r 
nagua,  unnisler  of  war,  immediately  emliaiked  in 
the  imperial  barge  accompanied  by  a  large  number 
of  men  distinguished  for  deeds  of  valor  on  land  and 
sea,  and  put  off  to  the  anchorage.  The  Pant 
decked  out  in  all  the  colors  of  four  rainbows,  ar.d 
at  two  o'clock,  thirteen  minutes  and  eight  second- 
she  cast  anchor.  The  health  officers  paid  their 
customary  visi:,  and  at  two  o'clock,  forty-two  min- 
utes and  fowled  s;..^nd.  the  minister  cf  marine, 
after  bidding  the  gentlemanly  officers  of  the  P-ird 
an  affectionate  farewell,  slatted  down  the  gang- 
hoard,  and  one  minute  nnd  six  seconds  later,  (hat 
is,  at  exactly  two  o'clock,  forty-three  minutes'  and 
twenty  seconds,  iic  stepped  with  a  firm  tread  on 
board  the  imperial  barge  which  awaited  him.  The 
gentlemen  on  board- the  barge  stood  with  uncov- 
ered heads,  except  a  few  of  who  had  gone  on  board 
the  steamer.  Jtwas  with  the  most  profound  sadness 
that  the  officers  of  the  P.mi  saw  his  excellency  leave 
them,  for  during  the  voyage  from  Ball ia  they  had 
learned  to  highly  respect  and  even  love  this  great 
hut  good  man. 

As  the  barge  conveying  their  excellencies  passed 
the  different  Brazilian  men-of-war  at  anchor  in  Ihe 
bay,  they  were  cheered  to  the  echo  by  the  crews 
who  had,  in  their  eagerness  to  get  a  glimpse  of 
them,  climbed  into  the  rigging  of  their  vessels.  At 
two  o'clock  and  fifLy-fivc  minutes  exactly  the  min- 
ister landed  at  the  marine  arsenal  where  he  was 
anxiously  awaited  by  the  rest  of  the  distinguished 
soldiers  nnd  sailors  of  the  empire  and  by  his  family. 
We  understand  that  Ilia  excellency's  portfolio  had 
been  taken  to  the  marine  arsenal  and  that  he 
tuok  charge  of  it  as  soon  as  he  had  finished  embra- 
cing his  numerous  friends,  many  of  whom  were 
effected  even  to  tears. 

Dr.  Jeronymo  Sodre  Pereira,  deputy  for  the  prov- 
ince ofBalna,  arrived  onboard  the  same  stcavnei 
but  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  we  are  unable  lo  give 
any  circumstancial  description  of  his  landing.

PROVINCIAL  NOTES 

—A  Brazilian  lady  died  recently  in  Parana  at  the 
age  of  123- 

— The  cattle  trade  at  the  River  Plate  is  animated 
and  prices  pretty  high. 

— Dissatisfaction  is  manifested  in  the  province  of 
Minas  at  the  impost  on  tohacco. 

— Sr.  Gospar  da  Silveira  Marlins  is  now  in  Porto 
Alegre  and  is  recovering  his  health. 
*      — Thj;  usual  number  of  murders,  suicides  and  rob- 
beries are  being  committed  in  the  provinces. 

— The  provincial  assembly  of  Minas  lias  voted 
2000$  for  their  monument  to  General  Ozorio. 

—The   [H'ovmci!  nf  Minas  has   given  6000$  to  be 
used  on  the  road  from  Poco  de  Caldas  to  Sao  Paulo, 
—The  Baepettdyano  promises  not  to  change  its 
politics  without  fair  warning  10  its  subscribers. 

— Dr.  Elias  F.  C.  Jordao  has  resigned  the  office 
of  chief  engineer  of  public  works  of  ilie  province 
of  Sao  Paulo. 

—  It  is  again  proposed  Lo  s:;u;  a  line  of  steamers 
between  the  province  of  Para  and  French  Guyana. 
Of  course  it  will  want  .1  subsidy. 

—During  the  year  1879  the  province  of  Ce«:a 
seat  away  1925  slaves,  against  2909  in  187JJ,  It  has 
exported  9745  since  1872. 

—A  new  iron  foundry  is  about  to  be  started  at 
Pitanguy  in  Minas.  It  will  be  in  charge  of  Thomas 
J.  Wood,  an  able  English  mechanic. 

—A  sale  of  950  mules  at  Palmeira,   Rio  Or 
do  Sul,  about  the  middle  of  December,    realized 
48$ooo  a  head. 

—The  receipts  of  the  Rio  Grande  custom  house 
during  the  past  year  were  2,6i4,520$4ui  against 
2,09i,376$848  in  1S78. 

—The  Gazeta  de  Campinas  congratulates  the 
Gazeta  da  Nolle  on  its  reappearance.  We  would 
do  so  too,  but  we  don't  dare. 

—The  municipal  couuc:!  of  Campinas  has  voted 
to  take  125  copies  of  a  Portuguese  grammar  which 
is  soon  to  be  published. 

—The  tugarliis  have  made  the:,  appearance  ir. 
great  numbers  on  ■.at  L>la»:l  :■!  Santo  A  mam,  Santos, 
and  are  do.ng  great  damage  1.1  the  imiruliuca  fields! 
—In  1877  the  number  of  slaves  exported  to  Rio 
tie  Janeiro  from  Pernambuco  was  1,271,  in  187B  the 
number  increased  to  1,6/7,  and  in  1879  to  2,212. 

—The  Vpnnema  iron  works,  Sao  Paulo,  were 
visited  by  the  sections  of  mineralogy  and  metallurgy 
of  the  Polytechnic  School  on  the  15th  hist. 

—The  number  o(  tattle  received  at  the  slaughter- 
houses of  Pelotas,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  up  to  the 
6th  inst.  was  16,474  "ead. 

-The  receipts  of  the  Maceio  custom  house  for 
1879  were  463,708*743  against  445,408*066  for 
1878. 

—The  Gazeta  of  Porto  Alegre  says  that  a  pest- 
ilence is  raging  among  the  cattle  at  Taquarembo 
which  is  causing  serious  losses. 

—A  soldier  of  the  1st  regiment  named  Villtir  was 
found  in  a  bathing  place  at  S,  Gabriel,  Rio  GrandB 
do  Sul,  one  day  last  month,  strangled,  stabbed  and 
shackled. 

-The  province  of  Minas  has  given  n  twenty 
years  privilege  to  Celestino  Gaspar  d'Oliveira  for 
the  navigation  of  the  Rio  das  Mortes,  between  the 
village  of  Iiarroso  and  the  city  of  Bomsuccesso. 

—The  receipts  of  the  Bahia  custom  house  for 
1879  were  8, 207,406*824,  of  the  general  collector's 
office  733,789*713,  and  of  the  provincial  collector's 
office  1,148,382*432. 

—According  to  a  police  report  Joao  Ignacio 
Bryann  was  assassinated  on  the  15th  alt.,  nt  Car- 
anhuns,  Periinmbuco,  by  five  sons  of  Francisco 
Leite  das  Chagas.     The  assassins  escaped. 

—A  planter  writing  to  the  Diario  de  Santos  says 
the  (lowering  season  for  the  coffee  is  past,  and  that 
lie  can  now  assert  without  hesitation  that  the  coffee 
crop  will  be  extremely  small  this  year. 

—The  exportation  of  oranges  from  the  province 
of  Ccara  has  more  than  doubled  within  the  list 
three  years.  In  1876  there  were  exported  130S 
boxes,  and  in  1879,  3263  boxes. 

—Tile  merchants  of  Porto  Alegre,  province  of  kin 
Grande  have  represented  against  the  extremely  cur 
barrassing  and  annoying  impost  of  one  and  a  half 
per  cent,  on  all  merchandise  taken  from  one  part  of 
the  province  to  another. 

—According  to  the  Revista  Gabrielense,  of  Sao 
Gabriel,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  three  individuals  last 
month  were  raising  men  in  Brazilian  territory  for 
an  invasion  of  Uruguay.  The  Brazilian  authorities 
interfered  and  broke  up  the  bands  already  col- 
lected. 

—The  Gazeta  do  Povo  ol  Sao  Paulo  states  that 
it  has  learned  by  letters  from  Rio  that  Dr.  Aris- 
tides  da  Silveira  l.obo  is  going  to  denounce  Dr. 
Pindahyba,  chief  of  police,  before  the  supreme  tri- 
bunal for  (he  deeds  of  Jin.  I,  and  the  days 
immediately  following. 

— During  the  year  of  1879,  932  persons  entered 
the  hospital  of  Porto  Alegre  for  treatment  755  of 
them  recovered,  and  190  died.  The  largest  number 
of  deaths  from  any  one  disease  was  39  from  small- 
pox; 32  died  of  lung  diseases,  and  18  of  disease 
of  the  heart. 

—The  president  of  Minas  Geraes  lias  been  au- 
thorised to  guarantee  seven  per  cent  interest  on  a 
capital  of  600,000*  for  building  furnaces  on  the 
Piracicaba  for  makingiron,  and  putting  up  machinery 
for  the  adapting  of  iron  and  steel  to  ordinary  in- 
dustrial uses.  The  furnaces  must  be  able  to  turn 
out  at  least  two  tons  of  iron  per  day. 

—The  Get  mania  heard  a  report  that  the  German 
consul  had  demanded  a  large  sum  for  the  heirs  of 
Vagelban,  one  of  the  men  killed  by  the  soldiers 
in  the  Uruguayana  on  the  1st.  The  Constitumfe, 
the  governemeut  organ  of  Sao  Paulo,  remarks  that 
the  sum  mentioned  for  a  Jew,  a  disorderly  deporte 
caften,  is  not  a  bad  piece  of  business. 


— A  telegram  from  Corytiba,  province  of  Parana, 
tells  of  an  editor  having  his  house  broken  into  by 
the  public  force  and  himself  carried  away  to  jail. 
He  has  probably  been  saying  that  twice  two  are 
four,  or  publishing  some  such  incendiary  and  sedi- 
tious ideas. 

— Getmania,  the  organ  of  the  Germans  of  Sao 
Paulo,  referring  to  the  event  of  the.  beginning  of 
the  year  in  this  city,  says  that  the  government 
continues  to  violate  the  constitution.  Referring  to 
the  treatment  of  the  Gazeta  da  Nolle  it  says  that 
the  conduct  of  the  government  constitutes  a  direct 
and  gross  violation   of  the  liberty  of  the  press. 

-When  the  police  arrested  the  wrong  man  in 
Campinas  the  other  day  they  amused  themselves  by 
giving  him  a  good  pouncing.  The  liatela  seems 
to  think  they  did  wrong,  but  we  would  like  to  know 
what  policemen  arc  for  if  not  to  pound  people.  We 
should  be  very  sorry  to  see  civil  proceedings  in- 
stituted against  the  authorities, 

—From  Sao  Joao  da  Barra  comes  news  of  cater- 
pillar- destroying  (he  mandioca,  and  the  discourage- 
ment of  the  inhabitants,  If  the  people  in  the 
tobacco  producing  parts  of  the  United  Stales  sat 
down  and  wep:  at  :he  caterpillars  the  tobacco  crop 
would  he  a  failure  every  year.  It  don't  require 
much  skill  though  to  kill  these  worms. 

— Mr.  Edward  Rand  an  American  naturalist  has 
reached  Manfios  on  his  trip  across  the  continent  from 
Peru.  The  papers  from  the  Amazonas  say  that  Mr. 
Rand  has  with  him  a  collection  of  parasites 
burin v  over  four  thousand.  He  is  said  to  have 
over  400  pages  of  manuscript  on  his  explorations  of 
the  Amazon.    . 

— Works  upon  the  port  of  Maranhao  are  ordered 
to  lie  suspended  after  the  end  of  tins  month.  The 
captain  of  the  port  has  been  directed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  province  to  preserve  the  machinery  and 
tools  used  in  this  work  in  good  repair,  and  to  make 
out  a  report  of  what  has  been  accomplished  and  the 
money  spent  in  the  work. 

—When  the  central  sugar  factory  of  the  Barrio  de
